. SAXTAVBARBARA', Cal., July 31.—A 
.stretch of'territory in the upper portion 
of Santa Barbara count}-, in which are 
situated Lonipoc, Santa Inez, Ballard, 
Los Alamos and other smaller towns, 
was again visited by an earthquake early 
tlUs morning. Much the heaviest of the 
shocks was reported from Los Alamos 
•where -heavy damage wa. 's caused and 
where tho inhabitants fled for their lives. 


Other reports of damage are coming 


in, Lnt thus fur there is no loss of life 
nor serious injury to any one. 


Telephonic communjcation 
with the 


district is interrupted Uiis morning. A 
alight shock was felt at Sauta Barbara 
at 1:20 a. m. 


The seismic disturbances at Los Ala- 


mos have continued during tlie morning, 
though none so severe as the. one of 1:20 
a. in. A severe shuck was felt at 
10 


.o'clock. • 


75 SHOCKS IX 3 DAYS. 


LOS ALAMOS, Oil., July 31.—The 


most severe earthquake i" tho history of 
the place occurred at 1:20 this morning. 
It is not possible a» yet-to estimate the 
damage, bul.it is very heavy. Xo lives 
aro known to have'keen—lost, though 
t'hcro wi.-re innny narrow escapes. Every 
lu-iuk building m town was destroy1*! or 
U-.dly \vrcckeJ. In nearly every house 
windows were broken. The Presbyter- 
i.in church, u Urge ami handsome brick 
slnieUtro wns i aisod to the ground and a 
similar futo he-fell the general store of 
\\'. S. Wickonliru, also a brick building. 
T!ie shock seemed to have a spiral mo- 
tion.

LEAVE HOMES IN TERROR- 


The people of tliis city and vicinity are 


terror stricken and are fleeing from their:! 
homes to places of safety oi account of 
the increasing severity 
of the earth- 


quakes that have visited this section 
.since the night of the 27th inst., since 
which time -it is estimated 75 distinct 
shocks have been felt. The people are 
panic stricken an d many arc leaving 
town by train and in all available, vehi- 
cles. Three distinct shocks were r.ecord- 
cd between ".and 7:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing and the latter disturbances add much 
to the terror of the inhabitants. 


ADVISED TO FLEE,' 


President Benj. Idc Wheele r of tho 


University of California was comniuni- 
c..ted wit'll by telephone and advised tha 
people to quit, the town us soon as pos- 
sible. Scientists of tlic university were 
away on vacations, but President Wheel- 
er advisee! tha t the people be ready to 
lice at a moment's notice and that -fche 
doors of residences andrplaces.of business 
be left open so that those in doors might 
pscupe to the streets without delay in 
the event of iurthc.r-'tHrtnisbances. .lie. 
advice of President Wheeler was com- 
municated to the people nt once and was 
immediately acted upon.

ADVISED TO FLEE.

property.

ley probably will increase this amount 
by many thousands.

hnbitantsjn Santa Barbara county. 


The WlKtern Union Oil company is 


the heavi'est loser, two of its immense 
storage tanks beiri g demolished, releas- 
ing thousands of gallons of oil. 


Later, shortly before 0 oclock two more 


Word comes 
from the town of Santa 3Jaria, distant 
about'twenty milen from Los Alamos 
the disturbances of last night wore felt 
but slightly.

the limitations and adopt -the policy it 
promulgates. .

"You quote from Gov. La Toilette's 


acceptance speech the following: 


"The candidate- who is unwilling to

man knows. 


All it amounted to was a discussion

TO HARMONIZE 


THROUGH PRIMARY LAW 


LONDON, July 30—The greatest trust 


the world has yet seen, a comibnation 
Avhich Avill have absolute control of the 
trade of Europe, . America 
and 
Asia, 


sprang into being today when a semi- 
official announcement Avas made of the 
merger of the interests of Rockefeller, 
Rothschild and Bobel. This combine has 
unquestioned proprietorship 01 the great, 
oil fields in the United States, in Russia 
and in Siberia, and can dictate to the 
world the terms it needs for its com- 
modity. 


The Daily Mail, which has hinted be- 


fore that negotiations were proceeding 
in Moscow, in its issue of this morning 
states unequivocally that the agreement 
'has been reached and that "thus, Avith- 
out any publicity, the greatest trust that 
the Avorld has ever seen has sprung into 
being." 


The exporters have been forbidden to 


sell through the agencies of these inter- 
ests at a price arranged by them or to 
figfit the combined forces of the three oil 
giants. This offer was made openly and 
with tho idea of maintaining prices and 
it has been refused, the Russian export- 
ers preferring to fight. 


It was doubtless this combine, contin- 


ues the Daily Mail, Avhich induced the 
Russian government to issue invitations 
to an anti-trust conference. The spokes- 
men of the great combines declare it 
means a fight to the death and that the 
independent exporters cannot 
hope to 


win. 


VAST TERRITORY CONTROLLED. 
The union of the three immense inter- 


ests of Rockefeller, Rothschild and No- 
bel can bes best appreciated when the 
scope of the territory which will be con- 
trolled by this union merger is made 
manifest. The Standard Oil company, of 
which Mr. Rockefeller is the dominant 
factor, controls almost the whole of the 
American trade and the trade of Eng- 
land south of an imaginary line drawn 
through Birmingham. The Asiatic trade 
also is largely in the hand of this con- 
cern, as the immense storehouses erected 
at Baku testify. 


The Rothschild interests, while they 


are not so directly affiliated wil'.i nil in- 
terests purely, are of immense impor- 
tance because of the share they have in 
all large oil companies and also, owing 
£* the prestijre which the family has 
throughout Europe in financial 
circles. 


Indeed, it may be said absolutely that 
Avith the Rockefellers, or the Standard 
Oil, and the Rothschild interests in liar 
rnony the. monicd circles of America and 
Europe are at the command of this new 
combination. 
FINANCIAL INTERESTS IMMENSE. 


The extent of the financial interests 


involved 
are apparent. 
The Standan 


Oil company, besides its own vast works 
dominates United States Leather, Amal- 
gamated Copper, American Sugar, the 
Glucose aud Beet Sugar companies, Lin- 
seed Oil, United States Salt and a dozen 
or more corporations directly, subordi- 
nate to itself. It has or had $150.000,000 
in the bid steel corporation, besides 'in- 
numerable millions in gas stocks. The 
market value of the industrial stocks 
controlled and owned by the Standard 
Oil people 
approximates §1,250,000,000, 


This includes the Standard Oil company 
proper, Avhich is selling at about $800 a 
share, a figure which Avoulcl make the 
total valuation of the 100,000,000 share 
capital $800.000,000. 


Bankers and commission merchants in 


Wail street who keep close track of the 
investments estimate the Standard Oil 
holdings in railroad stocks and bonds at j 
$250,000,000. 


CAPITAL IS $2,000^000,000. 


In banks, trust companies, insurance 


companies, railroads, gas companies and 
industrials the grand total of Standard 
Oil capital HOAV -employed is close to $2,- 
000,000,000, The annual 
income 
from 


these investments approximates $150,- 
000,000, most of which is, of course, re- 
invested as fast as earned. That this 
stupendous growth should focus the at- 
tention of financiers and the world in 
general is inevitable, and as the mighty 
monument grows higher 
it looms into 


greater prominence. 


It is estimated by those who know 


most about the Rothschild wealth that 
it aggregates more than £1,000,000,000 
and that the American investments are 
at least $60,000,000.

asked to go on record, probably by an 
official interviewer of the administration 
Avho Avill tell them that Avlmt they say 
will havexan important bearing on the 
conduct of the administration during the 
campaign. 


Tho Milwaukee Free Press, the leading 


supporter of GOA-. La Follette, yesterday 
took up the question of the formation 
of Spooner clubs throughout the state, 
calling it a "hysterical moA-ement" for 
the reason-that there is no "anti-Spoon- 
er club and no organized opposition to 
him in the state." The paper expresses 
the fear. however, that the clubs "will 
servo no purpose unless it be to defeat 
candidates for the legislature 
who will 


stand for the platform pledges and Sena- 
tor Spooner, and elect candidates who 
will stand for the senator and opposed 
to the platform.' 


CLUB HAS BUT ONE OBJECT. 


Thus far but 
one Spooner 
club has 


been formed, and this one is at Madison, 
the home of the senator, where nearly 
every, one seems to have joined it, and 
it is not known just Avhat the plans are, 
if there he plans, for the organization of 
other clubs. Tim one at Madison has 
but one object, ami that is the re-elec- 
tion of Spooner, and it is presumed that 
if others are orgarized elsewhere they 


be for no other purpose. The Mad- 


ison club, according to reliable reports 
from that city, is composed of men Avho 
indorse La Follette and 
Avho have ac- 


cepted the platform Avith the exception 
of that part relating to Spooner, which 
requires of him a promise to accept 
a 


reform that he does no'; consider a re- 
form; and it is composed1 of men who 
will not vote for La Follette. Its mem- 
bership is made up, in fact, largely of 
men who are awake to the situation, and 
who fear that an attempt is to be made 
to retire Spooner in the interest of an 
untried man. They care nothing for the 
platform. They want Spooner, and be- 
lieve Luat the only '.vay to keep him in 
the senate is to agitate the question and 
separate it 
from the factional fight. 


They Avill support legislative candidates 
who are for Spooner unconditionally. 


It was reported yesterday that Spoon, 


er might consent to come to Wisconsin 
late in the summer and make a few 
speeches. If he does, lie Avill no doubt 
ach'ocate a reform in taxation, and per- 
haps a change in the; caucus laws; but it 
is not expected by his friends that he 
will support any particular reform advo- 
cated by La Follettc or any one else.

George G. Hamilton, a well known Ra-

Wagon .companj^ shops, also with the 
Racine Broom, company and later as a 
teamster with Joseph Tucker. 


Mr. Hamilton was about the streets 


last evening shaking hands with hia old 
acquaintances. He was attired in a 
khaki uniform and the regulation cav- 
alry hat with a yellow cord for a" band 
about it. He is in the best of health 
and stated that he had been ill only four 
days since he left the states. 


Hamilton was a member of Troop B. 


United States cavalry known as "The 
Black Horse Cavalry." .He arrived at 
San Francisco, Cal., July 19, where he 
was discharged after serving his term of 
three years and took the first train for 
his home in this city. 


He returned on the transport Sheri- 


dan, after a voyage of thirty-eight days 
on the water. Together with his com- 
pany were the members 
of the Thir- 


teenth infantry, four troops of cavalry, 
namely, Troops A, B, C, and D, and COO 
casuals. Two of the soldiers died on the 
return trip. 


Before the departure from Manila the 


transport was held in quarantine for ton 
days and six men died from cholera. 
Only six of the members of the cavalry 
Troop B, of which Hamilton was a mem- 
ber, died or were killed. The only acci- 
dent Hamilton met with that of rui;- 
nins a picket pin through his hand whi;h 
caused him much pain and laid him up 
from service for nearly two weeks. 


He enlisted at Milwaukee July 20, 


1899. -For two months following he was 
stationed at Fort-Sheridan, 111. and then 
remained" at Fort Myer, Tai, for the bal- 
ance of the first year. '.'When they left 
the states they had been ordered to 
China but before they arrived there hos- 
\ tilities had ceased and the transport 


proceeded to the Philippines. For the 
most of the time hia cavalry was sta- 
tioned at Luzon, and they were in many 
of -the hottest skirmishes and battles. 
Among 
the principal engagements 
he 


took* part in .were Campaign, Cabogou 
and Sinait on September 2(3, 1900,' and 
Pagined Mountain on October 0 of the 
same .year. 


He was in the islands during the time 


of the capture of Auginaldo and exper- 
ienced many lively skirmishes and fights

southern hemisphere Germany and Eng- 
land are largely in the lead. This lead 
has been gained materially through the 
-efforts of their consuls, the effects 
of 


their war vessels visiting at intervals 
•the lending porta of South America and 
the careful attention to methods of ship- 
ping and packing, ample shipping accom- 
modations and banking facilities. But 
we can do better if we try.

TRt'ST LAWS, 


In Section's of the Sherman anti-trust 


law is a sentence which reads as fol- 
lows: 


"The several 
circuit courts of the 


United States arc hereby invested with 
jurisdiction to prevent and restrain vio- 
lations of this net; and it shall be the 
duty of the several district attorneys of 
the United States, in their respective 
districts, under the direction of the 
at- 


torney general, to .institute proceedings 
in equity lo prevent and restrain such 
violations. Such proceedings may be by 
way of petition, settling forth the case 
nnd praying that such violation shall be 
enjoined or otherwise prohibited.'' 


This seems mandatory and expressive 


of a definite meaning. But have the sev- 
eral district attorneys been doing any- 
thing of the sort and has the attorney 
general been directing his assistants 
to 


get busy restraining violations or pre- 
venting such violations of the, law. It is 
true, popular clamor and

Added to this, the great ad- 
vantage of receiving freight rebates from 
railways, which of itself sufnceos to pay 
dividend;- almost., and asserted sufficient 
in some instances. 


It will be noticed, as n general tiling, 


that legislatures 
can be indifferent 
in 


matters or thorough, just as the influ- 
ences desirous of having . laws enacted 
are predominant. 
If a law that will 


stand tests of constitutionality is de- 
sired, there will never Tie any trouble in 
enacting such a law provided the ma- 
jority really care sufficiently.

Considerable of late has been said of 


pur trade with the countries of South 
America and in fact with all the coun- 
tries to 'the south of us. While with 
some of these, we are not doing so had, 
yet "with the greater majority we have 
failed to keep up the pace we have with 
Europe and the oriental countries. Dif- 
ferent reasons have 'been assigned, but 
the main ones are not dwelled upon as 
they should be and a remedy ought to 
be applied. These are the lack of steam- 
ship facilities, lack of banking facilities, 
more or less prejudice, and more or less! 
carelessness upon our part in catering -to 
the ideas of the people themselves and 
methods of packing in conformity to the 
needs of the country. 


The countries of Equador, Uruguay, 


Argentina, Brazil, Peru, Bolivia and Bra- 
zil have total imports of $308,100,000 at 
•the. last available figures, 
t but of this 


large amount of products and goods im- 
ported into these mentioned 
countries 


from abroad we only supply $30,9(10,000, 
being less than a tenth. It would nat- 
urally seem that the United States, with 
all its vast wealth of manufacturing fa- 
cilities of commodities of all descriptions, 
should certainly supply more than 
a 


tenth of the needs A the leading coun- 
tries of South America. The' figures 
the other way show that while we sell 
to. these countries but $30,960,000 or did 
at the last accounts, we do much better 
with them than they do with us, we hav- 
ing bought from them products worth 
in the aggregate $73,600,000. The popu- 
lation of the countries referred 
to in 


IflOl is estimated at 00,000,000. Succinct- 
ly Stated the United States sells to each 
inhabitants of the leading South Ameri- 
can countries 50 cent*- worth of goods 
and buys of him about, $1.2.:> worth. If 
all of our trade -was on this basis some- 
thing would quickly drop. 


Of -the European 
countries doing a 


large trade with the 
countries in the 


southern hemisphere Germany and Eng- 
land are largely iii the lead. This lead 
has been gained materially through the 
efforts of their consuls, the effects 
of 


their war vessels visiting at intervals 
the leading ports of South America and 
the careful attention to methods of ship- 
ping and packing, ample shipping accom-

panies. The present gas meters are no- 
toriously inefficient 
in satisfying 
any-

of pocket 


through the unsatisfactory meters. 'Any 
consumer who has once mastered 
the 


reading of the present style understands 
how exceedingly difficult it is to recon- 
cile his count with the gas man's, and 
when he learned to read the meter,- no 
one else possibly can in the family, and 
if he forgets to look it up for a period 
it has to be learned all over again. 


What has been long demanded was a 


meter than when examined one could 
see plainly before him in exact figures 
the consumption of gas in his family or 
establishment. This device the Chicago 
city electrician claims to have produced 
and is described as follows:.

"It consists, to the eye, of two paral- 


lel scales, the upper showing the total 
number of feet used, and the.lower used 
when the last reading was made by the 
gas company employe. By subtracting 
the old from the new number the patron 
can determine just how much gas -ho 
has iiscd. The gas, as it flows, moves 
the figures in the mime way :t!mt a 
street-car conductor rings up faros," 


Any one could read such a meter as 


this is described will be. It is just as 
much in the interests of the gas com- 
panies to adopt such a; device, as it is in 
the interests of their .consumers, if rfot 
.even more so.

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A Story oil a Mining Camp

Dillon was clearly in earnest, and 


when a man of his racial character- 
istics- is in earnest things are likely to 
happen, whether the scene of action be 
Spitzbergeu or Timbuktu. His indig- 
nation at oar stupidity— at the mayor's, 
the sheriff's and mine — was offensive, 
but we could offer no suggestion that 
might stand for us as combatant. 
There were men in the camp with of- 
ficial title, o.nd men very prone to 
swift and accurate shooting, but these 
collectively were as naught before the 
breath of Dillon. 


Galena was like most other north- 


western mining towns. If at all dis- 
tinguishable from them1, it was by a 
slight accentuation of that air of bon- 
homie which is more or less apparent 
on the visages of. all communities of 
the genus.

Now, 
that species of 
i rough viding 


which in known iu the west United 
States under the provincialism, "bron- 
cho busting" is not, as a business, nice. 
It is brutal and violent under any con- 
ditions, but when resorted to on gala 
occasions as a sport it has elements of 
character that would have endeared it, 
mildly at least, to the amphitheaters of 
mediaeval Rome. I have only once soon 
it in this' aspect, though not unfamiliar 
with tlie regular forty dollar per month 
skirmishes. 


Galena was a busy little town. Ev- 


ery man in Montana that could dis- 
tinguish pay stuff from pyrites of iron 
extolled it, and it was an actual center 
of a vast expanse of stock country. 
Dillon's was the extreme inner point of 
this centrality, the meeting house and 
council chamber of prominent citizens, 
the rendezvous of a wide assortment of 
the erring human animal. Dillon had 
need to be a splendid whip, and he 
was. Skittish leaders or sullen wheel-

The morning of the Fourth dawned 


In all the chaste radiance of July in the 
foothills, such n day as recompenses a 
man for a year lived in a hut luO miles 
from the nearest railroad artery and, 
as they say in Montana, "ouly half a 
mile from hades." As was my invaria- 
ble wont, I rose early and, hearing that 
the competition ponies were in the 
town corral, strolled down to ;atch a 
glimpse of them. There were two po- 
nies corralled fast enough, and I sur- 
veyed them from the fence'during the 
burning of n cigarette, going over their 
various points with much interest. 
They were i^holly dissimilar except for 
that single qualification which made 
them especially precious—their plain, 
staring malignancy. 


The one was a beauty, dark bay, of 


fair height, peaked and slender, clean, 
wiry, Roman nosed and with the wild- 
est pair of glass eyes I ever saw in any 
brute. The look of him was actually 
carnivorous. He had several dead men. 
to his record, they told me, and he cer- 
tainly did have a proper cast for it. I 
almost doubted if his Achilles existed. 
The other wns a far more unhandsome 
type, a low, flat backed lump of a horse, 
dirty buckskin in color, mane and fore 
top moppish and unkempt, low hung 
head and slits of eyes scarce opened to 
the thickness of a knife blade. 
The 


bay should' have'bee~n a small horse of 
blood, but the most unlikely jack tar 
could not have mistaken the other for 
anything but an unmixed lunkhead. 
My sympathy went first to the man 
who must bestride the symmetrical 
bay, 
but I had also seen too many cay- 


uses and southern mustangs to disdain 
the rank, thick legged yellow. 


Directly after breakfast those ranch 


people from the rival valleys and from 
all adjacent sections who had not been 
fortunate enough to get in the night be- 
fore began to concentrate in the camp. 
Throughout the morning they contin- 
ued to arrive, singly, in twos and threes 
and in motley, jangling, picturesque 
cavalcades, all sorts of men on every 
conceivable kind of mount, for the 
most part blithesome and jocose, hu- 
mors well befitting the lax play day of 
their singularly hard life. 
Dillon's 


place was in a swirl. The barroom of 
course hud its full quota, strong- men 
there with a purpose. 
Faro, stud, 


draw, whist, all were going, and the 
chips rattled gleefully. 


It was worth a curious man's while 


to sit back and -look on. 
Big .men, 


young and old, bronzed, weather beat- 
en and grizzled, thrashed about nke a 
mob of public school boys on the last 
day of tho term. 
Rough, swashing 


jests were exchanged; song and repar- 
tee bearing dangerously close to ribald- 
ry banished all semblance of quiet, 
and ever and anon some too exuberant 
cowpunchcr must needs be restrained 
from emptying his gun into a mirror 
or through a window. The makeup of 
the concourse was most cosmopolitan. 
There were Mexicans and Swedes, 
Texans find Yerrnontrrs, crossbreeds 
and Englishmen, New Yorkers and 
Missourians,; each contributing his 
stock mannerisms and all blent: into 
one congruous picture of the early in- 
land northwest in its gayest neck hand- 
kerchief. 


Dillon drew me out to tho veranda. 


"By me sowl, 'twull be beauthiful," 
says he. "We have a brace av the 


lie announced, the riding. 


beasts as wud inislmrse tlie divil, an' 
the bhoj's fire foine an' achin* for the 
sport, Ye'll see ut tba dny, me son." 
He was in merriest spirits himself, and 
I should have enjoyed some of the 
effervescence of his rollicking blarney, 
but his unswerving sense of duty to 
the day compelled him to drink more 
frequently thun I had reason to believe 
my experience and capacity would per- 
mit, 
so I was forced to abjure hia so- 


eioty. 


About 10 be got ou a table eoraohow 


aud announced the riding and invited 
the contesting busters-up to throw dice 
for choice of borse. - This called forth 
uproarious yells of applause. One of 
tbe contestants, tbe north valley repre- 
sentative, was not present, but his 
mentor was, with full power to act. 
This latter, however, an old ranch fore- 
man with badly bowed legs aud n 
crooked back, called out renewed 
cheers by remarking that he reckoned 
it didn't make "much diff'rence about 


the ttotowln', as Curlew is satisfied 
with a'most any hoHS." 


But the south valley contingent de- 


murred at tnia. and Dillon routed it aa 
unparliamentary, so old Joe and the 
south valley man cast for choice, and 
the throw was Joe's. He gruffly chose' 
the horse that should be nearer the 
corral gate. Then they shook out again 
for precedence in order of riding, and 
this time the south 'valley broncho 
buster won, electing to ride second. 
There waa one other contestant, wbo 
did not throw. But I am anticipating 
my story. 


After these preliminaries all roads 


pointed corralwaroV the exodus even 
stripping Diilon'si bar of its deft attend- 
ants. The corral was situated at the 
open extremity of the gulch, on a flat 
of much lower level than that of Dil- 
lon and the other main division of the 
town. 


When I got down, the flat was cleared 


for action and the man called Curlew 
•was preparing to ride. It was my first 
glimpse of him, a tall, loose jointed, 
long limbed {hence tbe nickname), red 
haired boy of perhaps five and twenty, 
drawling and: good natures, with the 
most surpassing and unaffected air of 
nonchalance imaginable. He was evi- 
dently the equestrian idol of his valley, 
if one dare assume broncho busting to 
be equestrianism, for the advice and 
encouragement that were volunteered 
him would have bolstered a rauch more 
nervous man. He smiled back jocular- 
ly and under old Joe's tutelage dis- 
carded all superfluous, apparel and fit- 
tings, buckling his straps well about 
him. 


On the arrival of the crowd at the 


corral tbe glass eyed bay bad been 
nearer the gate, and so 'twas with him 
that Curlew had to deal. The rules 
of the contest exacted that each man 
saddle his own horse, and, lariat in 
hand, tbe batless, red crowned boy en- 
tered the corral aione. Ho was slow, 
almost listless, in his movements, but 
there was a loose, easy grace to him, 
and when his rope arm shot out from 
a trail it was as swift and as sure as 
the stroke of a moccasin. 
He waa 


forced to snub and throw the horse and 
then hood the glass eyes. Saddling wa.

Again and 
again the bay rose in the air and re- 
peated the backward fall, Curlew each 
time eluding it and each time swinging 
In tbe saddle as tbe playful brute came 
to bis feet. It was all incredibly rapid, 
and bow the boy bandied his long, 
loose jointed legs is yet a mystery to 
me. There were twelve of these back- 
ward half somersaults in that ninety 
foot corral, and then tbe maneuver 
was given over, forming merely an un- 
ostentatious prelude to the real tactics 
of tbe fight. 


With a shrill whistle of rage that 


brought ray heart against my ribs the 
bay made se%'crnl sharp, sidelong jumps 
and then took to running. Through the 
corral gate, across the flat, up tlie stepp 
pitch and into the town be went, the 
whole company of interested spectators 
following at their variously best paces. 
Curlew sat him with swaying ease, the 
hackamore' rope hanging loose in bis 
band. He made no attempt to stop or 
to guide. 


In tbe midst of tbe town the run end- 


ed in the inevitable buck, and thence- 
forth tbe fuu waxed fast and furious. 
We were not mistaken in our borse. 
Tbe brute wns all his looks indicated, 
and more. The battle lasted only some 
fifteen minutes, but in that short space 
of time he called into active use every 
resource oi! equine trickery and threw 
himself into every startling contortion 
that borse ..anatomy permits of. 
He 


bucked straight and sideways aud 
turned and fell and reared and kicked, 
squealing again and again in that 
fierce, unholy manner, till it seemed Im- 
possible that tbe plucky red haired 
rider could longer endure tbe awful 
back wrenching strain. 
A fall, 'too, 


•meant death, for the horse would have 
slashed him before he touched grotnkl 
or struck him with front feet as ho lay. 
During the first twelve or fourteen min- 
utes of tbe fight that boy's life was not 
worth tbe value of n cigarette. Be- 
tween rage and fear tbe horse was 
stark mad and hnd there been tbe sign 
of nn opening would have leaped head- 
long into tbe reputed inferno a half a 
mile below. 


The plain straightaway bucking was 


in itself something to wonder at. He 
seemed to go second story high each 
time and when just at the apex of bis 
jump would fling both foro legs above 
his- bead in approved bridle fighter 
fashion or lash out behind with such 
wickedness as to make bis back almost 
perpendicular. Once he bucked into the 
blacksmith shop, where only Curlew's 
unfailing coolness saved hia brains. 
Another blind leap landed tbe crazy 
creature on tbe hotel veranda, from 
which be immediately threw himself 
off backward. A shout of horror went 
but from the more impressionable on- 
lookers, but by some strange skill or 
fortuity, the,boy cleared himself and 
was in tlie saddle again when the horse 
BCi'ambled to his feet. 


A* the moments .wore on and his 


whole repertory of strength, ana 
egy was worked through without' in 
the least onflxing1 his rider the white 
eyed pony began to lose heart. It waS 
the first time that any man had,teen 
BO.tenacious of grip, and gradually hia 
leaps became weaker and less .•-glcious. 
Then Curlew's quirt "and blood seeking 
spurs urged him' to more vigorous ef- 
forts, but even these could not much 
longer sustain the engagement. 
Drip- 


ping with iolO'Od and sweat, nearly dead 
with fatigue and entirely shorn of his 
pride, he finally succumbed and per- 
mitted himself to be guided, about at 
the rider's will. A heavy throated 
cheer burst from tlie crowd, and Cur- 
lew, 
rather .pale and weak, but ever 


smiling, was rapturously drdgged from 
the saddle and carried into Dillon's, an 
inert monument of glory to his merry 
and demonstrative friends. 
; ' 


.After the hero, bis worshipers, the 


antagonistic party and all outsiders had 
b.een duly refreshed, which required 
eome little time, we bent ourselves 
again to the matter in hand and pre- 
pared to witness the second bout of 
the man against horse battle. 


There was almost as^wide a differ- 


ence' in the appearance of the two 


He was helpless. 


riders as between the bay and the 
buckskin. Tbe south valley champion 
wns much shorter than Curlew and 
better knit. If j liad not seen the con- 
fusing dexterity o£ the lanky, red hair- 
ed boy, 1 should have esteemed thia: 
the likelier man. His movements were 
alert, and he showed much experience, 
in complexion almost black, with a 
bearded and somewhat sinister face, 
"Charley Rawiins, lateav N'ilixico an' 
bad when he's dhriukiu'," as Dillon 
catalogued him. 


The buckskin pony remained in hia 


downcast posture and allowed the New 
"Mexican to-saddle him unresistingly, 
merely codling his hairy ears, one for- 
ward and the other, back, and watching 
behind through the tail of his slitted 
eye." I was standing alongside old Joe 
during this peaceful overture und noted 
the old.-man's chuckle", grim and omi- 
nous. ' : 
i; 


Charley led his mojjjiit out from the 


corral to the flat and, jamming his 
finely worked Mexican hat down 'over 
his eyes, vaulted,-cleanly to his seat. 
The yellow pony waked up immediate- 
ly and took the buck,, not wildly and 
ferociously, as the bay had done, but 
in a calm, matter of fact sort of way. 
that convinced one it.was.his natural 
gait. Just aa another horse might have 
galloped or trotted so did this beast 
buck and 'for two'blessed hours main- 
tained the pace without a falter. Nor 
in all that heartbreaking period did bis- 
lineal progress exceed ICO yards. 
It, 


was most astonishing. Not one super- 
fluous movement was made. He sim- 
ply kept on anel on, each jump being 
almost semicircular—that is, landing; 
with his bend'whore his tail had start-^ 
cd from, and vice versa. 


This is what the cowpunehers coll 


changing ends, and it is not difficult to 
imagine the effect of such a protracted 
merry go round sensation on the rider. 
The bucking was neither high nor 
fierce, but the strain of that continuous 
swirl must have been racking. There 
was one slight variation which the 
scrubby .buckskin allowed Himself in 
his system, though this was of such 
nature as to be rather disconcerting to 
a rider with n head already far from 
steady. It was to turn in the air after 
the usual fashion, but, instead of 
alighting on stiffened legs, to fall 
clumsily on one side, the pony saving 
himself by bending a foro leg back 
under him. It was an ugly trick to 
evade, and the black New Mexican 
must have been clear grit to hold his 
cwn so long. His face grew pallid and 
drawn, and after awhile his stomach 
revolted. 
, 


At the close of t&e .second hour bo 


was helpless. His will was still in the 
thing, but his body wns limp and in- 
effective, and the blood trickled from 
his nose and ears. The pony still work- 
ed with the monotonous regularity of 
a steam exhaust, and the end was un- 
questionably near. 


When it came, the man was sprawled 


at one side, and the horse immediately 
lapsed into his usual drooping attitude 
of watchful sleepiness, Somt; of us ran 
to assist IJawliiis, who lay just as he 
had fallen, too weak to rise. But he 
.waved us back. His face was malig- 
nant with shame'and anger and dis- 
torted by pain. Altogether, with the 
pallor and the blood* streaked beard, he 
wns not an exhilarating sight. Boiling 
over on his side, he raised himself par- 
fially on an elbow and before we could 
close in on him had drawn his Colt's 
and Qrcd. The big gun spoke sharply, 
and with a moan that was almost hu- 
man the buckskin pony lurched heavily 
to the ground. 


We reached Rawiins in time to take 


the Binbklng revolver from his nerve- 
less grasp, bat us he fell back again

I had the history of this Incident aft- 


erward. It aeems that the bpy^of the 
town—the juveniles, I meaa-^had or- 
ganized «nd schemed to place an un- 
registered and unexpected entry ia the 
contest, and their' scheme ;was eminent- 
ly successful and amusing. The camp 
supported a little half breed rat of 
about twelve years, a marvel In his 
love for and command over horses. He 
must have been born and<]reared upon 
their backs, so easily did ho become 
them. It wo a this urchin, < Pedro by 
name, who was elected to represent 
the younger faction in the riding. There 
wasJorie difficulty that would have baf-, 
fled most boys—no bad horse-was forth- 
coming, But Pedro was BO extremely; 
indifferent as to the nature or build of 
his-mount that even this waa an easy 
adjustment. 
At the extreme upper 


end" of the town was a butcher's cow, 
corral, and in it was confined a bunch 
Of cattle new from the range. - One of 
these, a great red.and white four-year- 
old steer, was selected, and Pedro ea- 
gerly started on his ride to fame. 


Dilion was getting well warmed to' 


his much prepared and patriotic ora- 
tion when Pedro and the frantic steer 
appeared, rushing down the pitch from 
the town above. There was an unre- 
strained howl from tbe assemblage, in 
which 'even Dillon joined; and the 
dirty, daredevil brat shot out an 'an- 
swering, grin from the careening back 
of his astonished steer. It -was a thing 
to make that old gulch quiver with 
laughter. £5ome one had dressed the 
boy especially for the game. He bad 
on a pair of heavy fringed, full sized 
"chaps," at least eight inches too long 
for him and only kept from entirely, 
covering liis feet by the.shanks of a 
pair of huge Mexican spurs, all bells 
and bangles.

"There is no more in this than there is 
in the recent claim of'Colonel Deming 
that he had discovered that the surface 
of Pennsylvania had been raised, pre- 
sumably by these eruptions, from a few 
inches to twenty-four feet above sea 
level. Th,e proof in that tne geological 
survey has been at work on top&graphi- 
cal surveys in various parts of the coun- 
try, and if these did not. tally with the 
figures "at various points made in the 
last ten years the difference would

once be noticed.
